INTRA=AFRICA TRADE GETS BOOST

[Text] Moves towards establishing a federation of African chambers of commerce 
received a boost last week when 19 countries met in Addis Ababa to identi “v 
their problems and discuss ways of increasing intra-African trade. 


Jointly organise’ by the Association of African Trade Promotion Organisations 
(AATPO) and the United Nations Economic Commission for Africa (UNECA), the sym- 
posium provides a forum for an exchange of views on the promotion of trade with- 
in Africa in line with the Lagos Plan of Action. 


The Lagos meeting, which took place in April 1980, called for the expansion of 
intra-African trade from its current level of about 5 percent to 8 percent by 
the end of the decade. 


Representing the Associated Chambers of Commerce of Zimbabwe (ACCOZ) at Addis 
Ababa were the president, Mr Abner Botsh, and the chief executive, Mr Keith 
Nicholson. 


"The symposium was a great success as we were able to discuss common trade prob- 
lems with other chambers and understand the barriers that exist in other coun- 
tries," said Mr Botsh. 





Papers delivered by the ECA included: The General State of Intra-African Trade, 
its Obstacles and Potential, and Study on the Identification of Barriers and 
Obstacles to Intra-African Trade, and the Measures Enabling them to be eliminated. 


General obstacles to intra-African Trade were broadly identified by delegates 

as the following: a) the problems of rationalising politico-economic alternatives ; 
2») the inadequacies of the consultation process; c) conflicting development 

plans; d) ignorance of intra-African «upply and demand potential. 


"One of the major obstacles to intra-African trade is the lack of communication 
between businessmen in different countries," said Mr Nicholson. 


The symposium was the first time that a wide cross-section of the African busi- 
mess community had got together to confer as a group and discuss ways and means 
of overcoming their problems. 











"Countries in Africa know surprisingly little about each other's trade poten- 
tial and markets and we in Zimbabwe know more about Europe than we do about 
Africa,” he said, 


One of the main points laid down in the Lagos plan called for the setting 

up of an African federation of chambers of commerce by not later than 1985. 
General agreement was reached that in order to achieve this goal, another 
meeting of African chambers would be held next year. The venue, however, is 
still undecided. 


Mr Niv-holson and Mr Botsh agreed that business communities could substantially 


assist their governments in overcoming trade obstacles by establishing regular 
contact throughout Africa. 


"Although chambers in Africa vary considerably, some being statutory and others 
voluntary, there was a general consensus of opinion that they could influence 
the promotion of intra-African trade," said Mr Nicholson. 


Other countries at the symposium included: Botswana, Cameroon, Congo, Egypt, 


Ethiopia, Gabon, The Gambia, Ghana, Kenya, Lesotho, Liberia, Libya, Rwanda, 
Senegal, Niger, Sierra Leone, Togo, and Zaire.

EX-COMORO MINISTER FLEES TO MADAGASCAR

(Text!) The former Foreign Minister of the Comoro Islands, Mr Mouzaoir Abdallah, 
who nae been under house arrest in the archipelago's capital of Moroni since a 
coup three years ago, has escaped to Madagascar 


Mr Mouzaoir served in the government of President Ali Soilih, who was killed 
after being overthrown in the coup led by foreign mercenaries. 


He told REUTERS in Antananarivo that the position of President Ahmed Abdallah, 
who was reinstated in the coup, was being threatened. 


The former Comoro Foreign Minister said internal security in the islands 
formerly ruled by France was in the hands of mercenaries whom he did not 
identify. 


So-called Colonel Bod Denard, a French-born mercenary who was a cabinet minister 
for some time after the 1978 coup, is known to have left the archipelago two 
years ago. 


Mr Mouzaoir said he was going to have talks with a number of African leaders 
to inform them of what he called the dramatic situation in the Comoro Islands. 
He said civil servants were not being paid because the country had run out of 
monev. 


Mr Mouzaoir said the election of Socialist President Francois Mitterrand in 
France could lead to the French island of Mayotte finally rejoining the 
Comoro archipelago. 


The Comoros lie southwest of Aldabra, between Madagascar and the northern coast 
of Mozambique.

[Excerpt] Four papers, the NIGERIAN HERALD, the NIGERIAN TRIBUNE, the NIGERLAN 
STATESMAN and the DAILY SKETCH write on the removal of Alhaji Balarabe Musa as 
the governor of Kaduna State by the estate's House of Assembly. The HERALD refuses 
to agree with the former governor that the impeachment panel is illegal and 
unconstitutional as there was no court ruling to this effect. The paper accuses 
him of allowing himself to be stampeded into a confrontational posture against the 
state legislature by what it calle his progressive comrades. The HERALD concludes 
by appealing to political office holders to know that intransigence can never be 
a good substitute for levelheadedness, rationality and patriotien. 


The TRIBUNE is of the opinion that the removal of Alhaji Balarabe Musa as the 
governor of Kaduna State is unconstitutional and argues that if the former governor 
had actually breached his oath of office, the constitution still demands that he 
should be given a fair and just trial. The paper believes that Alhaji Balarabe 
Musa has shown his respect for the rule of law by using constitutional means to 
seek his redress against the charges of misconduct leveled against him. 


The STATESMAN is not happy about the way the impeachment exercise was carried 

out and says the political and social consequences of the action remain to be 
unfolded. The paper says that it is unfortunate that the president, who has the 
overall responsibility for the maintenance of peace and stability in the country, 
seems powerless over the iseve. It adds that the issue portends ill for the country 
because, according to it, any state governor whose party is not in control of the 
legislature stands the risk of being thrown out on account of charges of breach 

of the constitution. The STATESMAN accuses the National Party of Nigeria of 
political intolerance and argues that if the other political parties behave in 

like fashion, the stability of the nation will be in jeopardy. 


The SKETCH is of the opinion that the impeachment is the firet stage in the grand 
design of some privileged people to suppress the less privileged ones and argues 
that if they succeed in Kaduna State they will succeed everywhere elee. The paper 
contends that all men of decency have always proclaimed their abiding faith in the 
noble experiment of democracy on which the nation has embarked, and adds that the 
alternative will only lead to chaos. The SKETCH calls on the nation to look more 
critically at what it calls a situation where an ill-motivated but powerful minority 
will continue to use its monopoly of violence to suppress the liberty of the people.

BLLATERAL TALKS WITH BOTSWANA=-Bilateral talks on ways on consolidating the areas 
of cooperation between Nigeria and Botswana were held in Lagos today. President 
Shehu Shagari led the Nigerian team while President Johny Masire led his country's 
side. President Shehu Shagari pointed out at the talks that the peoples of both 
countries were bound together by a common heritage, adding that they shared a 
common future. It is no surprise, therefore, that the two countries shared identical 
views on issues relating particularly to the well-being of Africa and the world 

in general. President Shagari remarked that many African countries have gained 
independence after decades of painful struggle. He stated that as struggle 
continues for the liberation of the remaining parts of the continent still under 
colonial and racial domination, African leaders must also intensify the struggle 
for economic independence, without which political freedom would be meaningless. 
The president said that the struggle, as outlined in the Lagos plan of action, if 
faithfully implemented by all African countries who were signatories to it, will 
change the economic climate of the continent in the next decade. He said the 
African situation requires that the continent should concentrate its efforts on 
finding solutions to its varying problems, including those imposed by colonialism, 
which he said had been complicated by apartheid. President Shehu Shagari stated 
that Nigeria was prepared to render assistance to coun-ries such as Botswana, a 
front-line country which forms a bulwark against the wanton recklessness of an 
enemy of the peace and happiness of Africa. In his reply, President Masire 
expressed delight with the government of Ngieria for accommodating the visit 

which was meant to promote the existing good relations between both countries.

OPPOSITION WARNS OF ECONOMIC HARDSHIPS

[Text] Kampala, 19 Jun (AFP)--Ugandan opposition leader Paul Ssemogerere warned 
here today that the Ugandan Government's economic policies on currency reforms and 
price deregulation would lead to soaring prices and escalation of the cost of 
living in the country. 


Mr Ssemogerere told a press conference here today that the policies were self- 
defeating and counter productive. 


Prices will escalate and make life even more difficult than it is now. The shilling 
is even already sinking and drowning, not floating, Mr Ssemogerere charged. 


He warned that the foreign funds which the Ugandan Government hopes to attract 
by its currency reform policies would come only in trickles unless the government 
improved its security and human rights record to gain international confidence. 


The opposition leader was referring to the economic package presented by President 
Milton Obote in the 1981-82 budget proposals at the beginning of this month and 
which were approved by the Ugandan Parliament earlier today by 68 to 41. 


In his hour-long summary of the budget debate in the house before the vote was 
taken, Mr Obote urged the M.P.S. to vote for his economic package and warned that 
as the world does not owe anything to Uganda, we had to persuade somebody to help 
us and we had to pay the price. 


Meanwhile, the opposition Democratic (DP) Party was forced to postpye ne a public 
rally it was due to hold here tomorrow because of a police refusal to authorise 
the meeting, scheduled to be addressed by Mr Ssemogerere. 


A statement issued by Party Acting Secretary General Anthony Ocaya gave no details 
but said that the rally would be held as soon as the police permit was granted.

The reception which was organised by the minister of rehabilitation, national trea- 
surer of the UPC, Mr Patrick Masette Kuuvya, was aleo attended by the officers of 
the Uganda National Liberation Army (UNLA) who are going to take over from TPDF 
men. 


Kurunda said while the Tanzanian forces returned home, the responsibility to de- 
fend Uganda's borders, ite integrity and independence would lie on Ugandans thenm- 
selves. 


He paid glowing tribute to President Julius Nyerere the CCM and the people of Tan- 
zania for allowing their troops to join their Ugandan brothers to save thie country 
from the murderous regime of dictator Idi win. 


The minister noted that the price of Tanzania's military commitment in Uganda has 
been very costly but the only prize to give to “our allies” would be for the 
Ugandans to unite and form a front to reconstruct the country. 


He said Tanzanians sacrificed their sons ard daughters so that salvation could 
come to Uganda and the “pearl of Africa should rise and shines again.”

Experts from Czechoslovakia were expected before the end of this month to join the 
Zambian committee to carry out the feasibility studies. 


The committee, which is chaired by Lusaka district executive secretary Mr George 
Pelekamovo, consists of officials from NCDP, Ministry of Power, Transport and Com- 
munications, local government, Lusaka Province, Lusaka district council and UBZ. 


The committee had already started to gather information on the tram network in 
readiness for the arrival of Czechoslovak experts, Dr Chivuno said. 


The committee and Czechoslovak experts would work round the clock to finish feasi- 
bility studies in time for next year's Budget. 


"This is because the execution of the project will be next year and costs should 
be included in the Budget,” he said. 


Dr Chivuno praised the Czechoslovak embassy for being “very helpful" in bringing 
the long-awaited project to reality. 


Last April, commercial counselor for the Czechoslovak embassy Mr Milan Kruma said 
his country was waiting for Zambia to form a transport committee to look at the 
transport system in the country before trams could be introduced in Lusaka.

TWO FACTORIES CLOSE TEMPORARILY BECAUSE OF RAW MATERIALS SHORTAGE

[Text] The Metal Fabricatore of Zambia (Zamefa) factory in Luanshya will tempora- 
rily close down on July 4 because of shortage of raw materials. 


An Indeco spokesman said in a statement yeaterday that during the temporary clo- 
sure between July 4 and 24, 60 per cent of the employees would go on vacation. 


If the situation did not improve by July 24 when the raw materials are expected to 
arrive, then the company would be forced to lay off 50 per cent of the workers on 
resumption. 


The lay-offe would be carried out in two phases starting with 35 per cent of the 
employees on July 24 while 15 per cent would follow by the end of August. 


According to the company's annual report for the 1979-80 period, Zamefa employs 
¥40 workers. 


Explaining the company's problems, the spokesman said applications for letters of 
credit to import raw materials had been with the Bank of Zambia for a long time 
and were only issued this week. 


"The delay in the issue of the letters of credit means that July 24 is the ear- 
liest date by which materials can be received from suppliers," he said. 


The spokesman warned that the closure and the laying off of 40 per cent of the 
employees would result in a shortage of armoured cables which were extensively 
used by the mining companies and ZESCO. 


Imported armoured cables cost three times more than the foreign exchange required 
to import the raw materials, the spokesman said. 


Zamefa factory brings to two the number of companies closing temporarily because 
of the shortage of raw materials. 


The ITT Supersonic factory in Livingstone closed down last Friday and temporarily 
laid off 260 of its employees.

Mr Mumbuna said earlier that because 
of the high cost of the exercise the Government would ask foreign petroleum ex- 
perts for help and make it a joint venture.

TRADE DECLINES--Trade between Zambia and Kenya has fallen sharply since the clo- 
sure of the Tanzania-Kenya border four years ago. According to the Kenyan exter- 
nal trade authority marketing manager Mr Peter Omondi, trade between the two coun- 
tries has slumped by about K7 million since 1977. Mr Omondi who was briefing Ken- 
yan exhibitors travelling to the Zambia Trade Fair in Ndola, said in Nairobi that 
Kenyan exports to Zambia stood at about Kl7 million. But the exports fell drasti- 
cally to about K14 million immediately after the border closure and continued to 
fall until it reached a mere K10 million. But Mr Omondi hoped that there would be 
growth in trade between the two countries despite the difficulties brought about 
by the border closure. Although there were prospects that Zimbabwean goods would 
flood the Zambian market, trade between Zambia and Kenya would continue.--Zana.

Tin increased in produc- 
tion volume but fell in 
value. 161 tonnes of tin 
were mined for the first two 
months of the year compar- 
ed with 147 tonnes a year 
ago. Earnings were down 
slightly from $1.6 million to 
$1.4 million. 

One of the few bright 
lights on the local mineral 
scene was Nickel, which 
increased both production 
volume and value. Nickel 
production went up margi- 
nally by five tonnes but ear- 
nings increased substantial- 
ly from $8 million to $9,3 
million. 
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( Oball production and 
sales carnings increased dra- 
matically compared with 
the same period in 1980, In 
January-February 1980 
Cobalt production stood at 
two tonnes and earnings al
